Yokohama, Jan. 12 Great Interest
nas been taken hero In the trial of Mis.
Carew, a piomlnent society lady, on
the charge of poisoning her husband
with aisenlc In a manner similar to
that said to hae been followed by Mrs.
Florence Maybrlck, now undergoing u
sentence of imprisonment for life In
England. Mr. Caiew was taken ill on
Uct. 1G last and died on Oct. 22. The
inquest tei titled that ho died of aisenlc
poisoning and a veidlct of muider was
rendeied against some unknown per-
son. At the piellmlnary Inquiry, held
In the Htltlsh consular couit here, the
eldence showed that Mis Caiew made
large purchases of nrseivlc, the use of
which she said was an old-tim- e habit
of hot husband.

Thioughout the piocecdings there
weie tcferences to a mysteilous veiled
woman, and there was consldeiablo
excitement hete when It became known
that Maiy Jacob, the governess of the
Caiew family, wns anested yesterday
and Is repotted to have confessed to
committing the muider for which Mis.
Caiew has been on tilal since Jan. G.

A MYSTE1UOUS WOMAN IN BLACK
Walter ltujmond Hallow ell Caiew,

husb.ind of Mis. Carew, w.is soeietaty
of the Yokohama United club, and lived
with his wife and children in the most
fashionable poitlon of the leseivatlon
set apait for foielgn residents of the
city. They had been six yeais In Jap-
an, coming here fiom Slngapoie, whoie
Mr. Caiew had been In the Btltish East
Indian civil sen ice. It was the gov-
erness, It seems, who fit st spread tho
repoits of the purchases of aisenlc
which led to whlspeilng umong the sei-van-

culminating In the governess
communicating her suspicions to the
phj slclan w ho had been In attendance
upon Mi. Carew.

Ow Ing to the suspicions cast upon
the widow, the latter employed counsel
to leinesent her at tho cotoner's In-

quest, and upon the witness stand she
admitted haltig frequently quarreled
with hoi husband over money matteis.
Slje also referied to the appeal anco In
their domestic circle of a mysterious
"elled woman" and of a "woman In
black," believed to bo Identical, whom
Mis. Caiew believed to be the peison
who had poisoned her husband. At
Hi st It was supposed that this mysteil-
ous female was a ceitain Annie Luke,
who had been engaged to Mr. Caiew
befoie he left England. It was estab-
lished that a veiled woman called at
the Catew residence one night, and let-te- is

signed "Annie Luke" und "A. L."
weie lecelved during the Inquest by the
coroner and by the deceased previous
to his death, leading people to suppose
that Miss Luke had followed him fiom
England to Japan.

INCRIMINATING LETTERS.
Mis. Caiow's an est followed soon

after the Inquest, and plpces of papui,
said to have been picked up by the
governess, llguied prominently in the
prellmlnaiy Inquliy beloie tho British
consular couit. These pieces of papei,
when bewed together, seemed to fui-nis- li

the missing links in the chain of
evidence which was slowly being diawn
around Mis. Carew, and which, appai-entl- y,

was leading beyond doubt to her
convlrtlon on the charge of poisoning
liei husband. "While these letters weie
lielng handled In couit one of them
mjsteilously disappeared, and it was
aftei wauls intimated that Mis. Carew
had stolen It. The judge ordeied all tho
doois of the couit to be closed and a
search for the missing document was
made. A w oman w as detailed to seal ch
Mis Caiew, and the missing paper
was found tucked away in the cuff of
her jacket. After that, the guilt of the
unfoitunate woman seemed established
beyond a. doubt. Counsel for Mrs.
Caiew, whon the appaiently stolen doc-
ument was found upon their client,
thieu up theli bilefs, saying that they
found It Impossible to act any longpr
for hei.

The letter found on Mis. Caiew was
wiltten to her by a Vansittait Dick-
inson, a cieik In the Hong Kong and
Shanghai bank, who was a ft lend of
the family. It lead'

"I hae been thinking much of your
probability of youi haIng to meet this
woman (the mysteilous veiled woman
pielously alluded to). I wish foi your
sake that you could lefuse to, but
hae come to think that ou cannot
well do so. Do ou know anything
against her? If not, you should meet
hei. I think it would bring you end-
less bullying by lefusing, and I want
that to be avoided it possible. If you
refuso, do so on the ground that he has
insulted you befoto others, and that
you do not wish for a lepctltlou. Re-

fuse on those grounds flist. That is
to say, If you refuse at all "

Albany, N. Y', Jan. 12. Governor
Black Is slnceio in his dnclaiatlons in
favor of an economical admlnlstiatlon
of tho state go eminent. He has be-

gun to compel economy In seeial

The gonrnor has very frankly told
Supeslntendent of Public Buildings
Enston that ho must spend less money
Tho lenson for this Is that Mr. Easton
has been llteially making the money
Ily, and a little ilng has grown up In
Albany, Including Republicans and
Democrats, that would furnish my
Intel estlng mateilal for a legislative
Investigation.

One of the tWonty-flv- e men whose
sei vices Governor Black oidered the
supeilntendont to dispense with was
an assistant superintendent who has
been diawlng $2,500 a year for superin-
tending tho executive mansion and
giounds Tho governor concluded that
he would do this woik himself and
save the state $2,500 a jcar.

It is understood that the governor
will insist that at least 100 moie men
be laid off fiom the capltol.

Governor Black Is also looking around
In other dliectlons to save money in
his own depaitmont, so that when he
begins to cto legislative bteals a little
later on ho can assure the legislature
that he Is piactlclug what he is preach
ing.

It is piobably the flist time on record
that an Incoming governor declated In

favor of public retienchment and be-

gan on it in tho executive chamber.
